From Earthquake 
Rattles L.A. Area

LOS AN G ELES (A P) — Another strong after­ 
shock from last week’s killer earthquake rattled 
portions of quake-nervous Los Angeles today as city 
building inspectors continued checking homes and 
apartments for structural damage. 
There were no reports of fresh damage caused by 
the latest aftershock, rated by California Institute of 
Technology scientists at a 3.3 magnitude on the 
Richter scale. 
The earthquake that devastated parts of metropoli­ 
tan Los Angeles a week ago registered 6.6 on the 
scale. 
A Cal Tech spokesman said more than 21 signifi­ 
cant aftershocks have been recorded since last 
Tuesday—all above the 3.0 level. 
Meanwhile, city Department of Building and Pub­ 
lic Safety officials said more than 1,100 quake-dam­ 
aged dwelling units —including 872 individual apart­ 
ments and 298 houses—have been declared unsafe 
for occupancy. 
The residents of these dwellings have been or­ 
dered to leave the buildings until necessary repairs 
are made. Some of the buildings are expected to be 
condemned, the building inspectors said. 
A Monday night tremor knocked out electricity 
briefly in the Granada Hills suburb. A few residents 
reported cracked windows and widened fissures in 
strctures but no serious damage. 
“ We had no reports of serious damage but a lot of 
people calld wondering if they should evacuate,’’ a 
police spokesman said. 
“ After each shock wre get a lot of calls. People 
are worried and that last one shook us pretty good.” 
Six emergency Red Cross centers were helping 
evacuees find shelter after they left their homes or 
apartments in the valley 10 miles north of downtown 
Los Angeles. 
The Van Norman Dam in the north section of the 
valley continued to hold. It was badly cracked by 
the big quake, but the water level was lowered to 
reduce pressure on the dam. 
Fifty city building inspectors surveyed damage 
Monday from the quake that killed 62 persons, in­ 
jured more than 1,000 and caused damage estimated 
as high as $1 billion. 
Police warned residents whose homes have yet to 
be looked over to watch out for persons posing as 
building inspectors. They said there were reports of 
imposters charging $15 to $20 fees. The city’s in­ 
spectors do not charge for the service.

So will those who favor the college’s proposal to 
nearly double the present size of the campus and 
build one of the most outstanding small colleges in 
the nation right in downtown La Verne over the 
next 20 years. 
To do that, the college wants to buy up all the 
available land in a predominantly Mexican-Ameri- 
can neighborhood, bounded by A Street on the west 
and Bonita on the north. 
An overflow crowd jammed the council chambers 
and the outside hall to hear—and possibly to take 
part in—what action the council proposed to follow in 
the La Verne College matters which highlighted the 
agenda. 
The college had asked the council for a resolution 
approving its master plan of growth, and for an ordi­ 
nance providing for a zone change involving five 
lots on 3rd Streets between A and B Streets, so that

Chain Gang Escapee Living 
Here Flees Extradition

POMONA — Don Elliott Vin­ 
cent, much publicized escapee 
from a South Carolina prison 
farm, has fled after being noti­ 
fied an extradition warrant w’as 
received here for his arrest. 
Vincent, 
22, 
was 
arrested 
here early Jan. 29 by police 
checking 
him 
out 
near 
his 
home. A routine check revealed 
he was wanted for escape from 
the Kershaw' County chain gang 
near Camden, S.C. 
He’d been living here for 16 
months and had had his wife, 
Patti, and their infant son join 
him. They lived at 1390 W. Mis­ 
sion Blvd. 
When 
South 
Carolina 
was 
slow to send its warrant for 
Vincent’s arrest, Pomona police 
released him on the advice of 
the district attorney’s office. It 
was 
the 
D.A.’s 
opinion 
that 
without the warrant, local po­ 
lice could not hold him. 
After his release Vincent kept 
in touch with police, awaiting 


arrival of the warrant and as­ 
suring them he would surrender 
if and when it arrived. They 
quoted him as saying he wanted 
to get the matter cleared up, 
despite earlier statements he 
made in which he said he’d 
fight extradition.

The warrant, finally arrived,

Senate Okays Hike 
In Gasoline Tax 


SACRAMENTO (A P) - The 
Senate moved quickly today to 
hasten passage of a bill raising 
the state gasoline tax by one 
cent for six months to repair

quake. 
The Senate voted 32-0 to sus­ 
pend the rules for bill referrals 
to allow quicker consideration 


of the tax boost bill by Sen. 
Lawrence Walsh, D-Huntington 
Park. 
Then the Transportation Com­ 
mittee 
unanimously 
approved 
the bill, sending it to the Senate' 
Finance Committee. 
The Walsh bill would raise 
the state gasoline tax to 8 cents 
a gallon, generating about $50 
m illion in six months. 


JAPAN PUTS 
SATELLITE 
INTO ORBIT 


UCHINOURA, Japan (AP — 
Japan put a 138-pound scientific 
satellite into earth orbit today, 
its 
second 
successful 
orbital 
launch in three tries. The satel­ 
lite began sending back infor­ 
mation after it completed the 
first orbit. 


The satellite left Japan’s Uch- 
inoura Space Center on a four- 
stage Japanese rocket booster. 
The payload also was made in 
Japan. Scientists said it was 
circling the earth every 66 min­ 
utes in an elliptical orbit. Rang­ 
ing from 615 to 683 miles above 
the earth. 


The spherical satellite is de­ 
signed to send back data for se­ 
ven days. The shot was post­ 
poned Sunday because of rainy 
weather, hut scientists said con­ 
ditions today were almost per­ 
fect. 


Japan became the fourth na­ 
tion to orbit a satellite on Feb. 
11 1970, with a 24.2-pound pack­ 
age containing electronic equip­ 
ment designed only to transmit 
signals. The equipment failed 
the next day. Japan’s second 
launch last September failed to 
put its payload into orbit. 


The Soviet Union, the United 
States and France orbited satel­ 
lites before Japan, and Commu­ 
nist China sent one up on April 
24, 1970.

say we want him bad.” 
Charged with murder, he was 
identified as Rene Adolpho Guz­ 
man. Authorities said he had a 
police record for burglary and 
assault.

less killing”

tion.” 
Trigger Man 


Four other men were being 
questioned, 
but 
Jones 
said, 
“ The trigger man is the one we 
want.” 
Shot to death in a fusillade of 
revolver fire in the Trinity Ri­ 
ver bottoms were Dallas County 
deputies Dennie Reese, 30, and 
Sam 
Infante, 
32, 
and 
Ellis 
County Deputy A. J. Robertson, 
59, of Waxahachie. 
Deputy Wendell Dover, 49, of 
Ellis County was shot in the 
chest. His condition was de­ 
scribed as fair. 
A. D. MeCurley, 50, the only 
one of the kidnaped deputies 
wiio escaped death or wound­ 
ing, said

when 
Infante,

MeCurley gave this account 
of what happened: 
A third man entered the room 
and began to talk in Spanish 
with the other two. The third 
man made a negative motion 
indicating he wanted nothing to 
do with wrhat was going to hap­ 
pen and left the house. 
The five officers were 
or­ 
dered into a squad car by the 
two remaining men, who put In­ 
fante at the wheel. 


Drives to River 


The two men forced Infante 
to drive to the Trinity River 
bottoms. MeCurley said Infante, 
who understood Spanish, real­ 
ized

versation they intended to do 
the deputies bodily harm. 
“ Infante tried to ram other 
cars three times, but each time 
one of the men shoved a gun in 
his stomach.” 
Once they reached the river 
bottoms Infante said in English 
to his fellow officers: “ This is 
it.

us 
now.” 
Everyone piled out of the car 
and Reese’s bonds came loose. 
MeCurley said Reese told the 
gunmen, “ There is no reason to

now,

guns.” 
But one man answered, “ No, 
you can identify us.” 
With 
that, 
MeCurley 
said 
Reese took a swing at one of 
the gunmen who held two pis­ 
tols. Reese missed and the gun­ 
men began firing. 
Reese was cut down. McCur-

dove 
over 
a 
bank 
that 
sloped some 20 feet to the edge 
of the river. He stumbled and 
scrambled 
away with 
bullets 
whizzing by.

it could build living quarters for students. That’s 
what the crowd had come to protest. 
But Mayor Frank Johnson cut off all public dis­ 
cussion by announcing that an ‘‘open discussion” of 
both proposals will be held at 7:30 Friday in the 
college’s La Fetra Hall, an auditorium that holds 
200 persons. 
“ There seems to be a misconception that this is a 
public hearing,” the m ayor noted as he sized up the 
audience. “ It is not. But in view of the interest in 
the m atters pertaining to La Verne College, a m eet­ 
ing has been arranged for an open discussion Fri­ 
day night. All those who are interested are invited to 
be there.” 
Then he asked the council to hold up passage of 
the resolution approving the m aster plan until the 
nex t meeting in two weeks. His request was passed 
unanimously, without comment. 
Johnson didn’t do as well on the zoning m atter. 
He had suggested that the council allow the intro­ 
duction of an ordinance approving the change, since 
it takes two readings to grant the regulation final 
passage. 
But Councilman Mike Morales said that while “ I 
still think the development is good, I’d rather let the 
meeting bring it out.” He said he felt that to show 
good faith the council should take no action what­ 
ever until after the public meeting Friday. 
And Councilman Harrison Sanborn reiterated his 
earlier objections. He said he didn’t think the zone 
change was necessary; that a conditional use per­ 
mit would serve the council’s purposes better. 
‘What the people are afraid of,” he said, “ is that 
the college will condemn their homes. That’s the 
fear they have. If we granted a conditional use per­ 
mit instead of a change to institutional zone, maybe 
one of the conditions could be that the college does 
not use any condemnation.” 
(College president Leland Newcomer has said 
repeatedly that he was against the use of con­ 
demnation or eminent domain, and that while he 
rem ained president of the college, the residents 
would not be forced out of their homes. However, he 
adm itted that if he should leave, he would have no 
influence on any policy changes.) 
“ Well,” Johnson said, “ in my opinion, if we de­ 
cide net to go through with the ordinance, it can die 
between the first and the second reading.” 
“ I don’t think the council’s feeling is the same 
tonight as it was two weeks ago,” Sanborn argued. 
“Otherwise, we would not have held off on the reso­ 
lution. If you really want to have a successful m eet­ 
ing Friday night, I don’t think you ought to muddy 
the wt te r.” 
But Councilman C. L. Russi said he didn’t think 
it was “ that threatening to take a first reading. I 
have mix ed feelings, yes, more than at the last 
meeting, but not enough to preclude the first read­ 
ing.” 
On motion of Councilman John Benedict, sup­ 
ported by Russi and Johnson, the ordinance was 
introduced 3 to 2. 
Then, most of the large crowd cleared the coun­ 
cil cham bers and spilled into the hallway.

Opening Bid 


Advantageous 


By Oswaid & James Jacoby 
One reason why we favor 
reasonably light opening bids is 
that all else being equal the 
side that opens the bidding has 
a distinct advantage. The open 
ing bidder seldom 
gets 
into 
trouble when his partner has a 
very bad hand. The man who 
acts against an opening bid may 
find himself in the meat grinder 
when he overcalls. 
South was one of those players 
who just hated to open the bid­ 
ding vulnerable. He liked to back 
in after passing and sure got his 
wash fulfilled today. 
He wouldn’t open with one 
club, but he did try two clubs 
after West’s opening heart bid 
and East’s spade response. 
West doubled and South had 
no place to go except down. Ac­ 
tually, he played the hand rath­ 
er well and managed to collect 
three trumps as well as his ace 
of spades, hut somehow or oth­ 
er his nartner was not im­ 
pressed with losing 1100 points. 
South wasn’t upset at all. Tt

pointed out and anyway East 
and West would have scored i _ 
game and rubber so it wasn't a 
total loss. 
South’s remark that it could 
happen io anyone was not com­

accurate.

happen to anyone who opened 
the South hand with one club. 
West would overcall and 
East 
and West might work their way 
up to three no-trump or they 
might stoo at a part score, but 
the one thing sure is that they 
wouldn’t collect 1100 points.

On e measu re o f the declin e o f p o p u lar in terest in 
sp ace is said to b e the fact that o n ly ab o u t 45 mil­ 
lio n American s watched the telev ised mo o n walks o f 
Ap o llo 14 astro n au ts Alan Shep ard an d Ed Mitchell. 
By co n trast, u p wards o f 100 millio n were g lu ed to 
their sets du rin g the lan din g o f Ap o llo 11 in 19 69 . 
Co n siderin g the early mo rn in g ho u rs o f the Ap o llo 
14 b ro adcasts, 45 millio n wo u ld seem to b e a rather 
imp ressiv e au dien ce. 
Nev ertheless, if man -in -the-street reactio n to the 
third mo o n lan din g co u ld b e su mmed u p in a few 
wo rds, they wo u ld hav e to b o “a p o lite y awn 
p o lite, o u t o f resp ect fo r co u rag e, skill an d effo rt 
that made the feat p o ssib le; b u t still a y awn b e­ 
cau se, ev en with the b est will in the wo rld, it was 
imp o ssib le to co n ju re u p the same en thu siasm that 
su rro u n ded the first lan din g . 
This is sad, b u t it is a fact o f hu man n atu re. Bu t 
it is ev en sadder that tho se who hav e o p p o sed the 
mo o n p ro g ram fro m the b eg in n in g , o r who hav e 
lately co me to q u estio n its v alu e, will n o w b eco me 
mo re an d mo re striden t in their criticism o f the 
remain in g Ap o llo missio n s. 
Ap o llo 14 co st so methin g like $400 millio n . Nev er 
min d the fact that, co mp ared with the $5 0 b illio n 
sp en t o v er the p ast decade to make the Ap o llo 
flig hts p o ssib le, this is almo st cheap . Nev er min d 
that failu re to cap italize o n this v ast in v estmen t b y 
co n tin u in g the scien tific ex p lo ratio n o f sp ace wo u ld 
b e wastefu l in the ex treme o v er the lo n g ru n . 
Half a b illio n do llars is a lo t o f mo n ey . Thin k 
what it co u ld do if sp en t o n rehab ilitatin g o u r slu ms 
o r clean in g o u r riv ers o r in the fig ht ag ain st can cer, 
say the critics. 
Yet imag in e what wo u ld hav e hap p en ed if the 
Un ited States had elected n o t to race Ru ssia to the 
mo o n . 
Su p p o se we had cho sen in stead to lan d ro b o t ex ­ 
p lo rers, as the Ru ssian s hav e do n e. Ev en this cu r­ 
tailed p ro g ram wo u ld hav e co st man y b illio n s an d 
the critics wo u ld still b e co mp lain in g . 
Su p p o se we had o p ted o u t o f the mo o n race en tire­ 
ly an d the Ru ssian s had b een the first to lan d an 
in stru men t p ackag e, o r a man , as they will lan d 
so o n er o r later. 
The wo rld wo u ld b e sco rn fu l o f America an d the 
same critics who decry the Ap o llo p ro g ram wo u ld 
b e mo an in g that America had failed herself, had 
lo st her sen se o f missio n , that a free so ciety had 
p ro v en itself in cap ab le o f co mp etin g with a to ta­ 
litarian o n e. 
An d they wo u ld b e q u ite rig ht. 
The p rice o f n o t g o in g to the mo o n wo u ld hav e

q i am putting my wife and I through college on 
a part-time job and am able to purchase shares of 
Cutter Labs Class A common stock on a profit-shar­ 
ing plan through my job. My main concern is 
growth, with income being only a secondary consid­ 
eration. Should I hold my Cutter shares for growth 


or sell to buy a better growth issue?—D.R. 


A — Although Cutter’s earnings record has been some­ 
what erratic, the basic growth of the firm’s busi­ 
ness has been impressive. Sales have increased 
each year of the past ten. In fact, they ha\e 
climbed over 100 percent plus since 1961. The prima­ 
ry reason lor the company’s rather sluggish recent 
profit performance is the major building program 
which Cutter initiated in 1967. While this has been a 
restrictive element, the fruits ol this effort 
have 
begun to show up in most recent results with bene­ 
fits expected to be substantial in years ahead, to r 
the first nine months of 1970, Cutter reported a 12 
percent advance in net income to $2 million on an 18 
percent increase in sales to the $52.09 million lex el. 
.M argins were curtailed somewhat by higher labor 
¡¡costs and increased expenses for raw materials. 
However, pretax earnings rose 6 percent to $3.8 mil­ 
lion. Cutter is believed to be the foremost producer 
of plasma fractions, such as Plasmanate for shock, 
Konve for hemophilia and immune globulins for 
measles and various other diseases, areas expected 
to enjoy continued strong demand. In prosthetics, 
Cutter has been working for a number of years with 
a leading Japanese doctor in the development of a 
new’, low profile heart valve which is being mai- 
keted at present—another field with sizeable po­ 
tential. Moreover, the firm is also woiking with h id ­ 
ing orthopedic surgeons on various kinds of artiii- 
cial joints. Cutter’s involvement in these untapped 
markets plus the bullish outlook for health care pro­ 
ducts augur well for the company’s future pros­ 
pects. Shares are attractive for their speculative 
growth potential.

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Strong Aftershock 
From Earthquake Three Texas Deputies Slain; 
Dallas Scoured for Ex-Con 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Another strong after­ 
shock from last week's killer earthquake rattled 
portions of quake-nervous Los Angeles today as city 
building inspectors continued checking homes and 
apartm ents for structural damage. 
There were no reports of fresh dam age caused by 
the latest aftershock, rated by California Institute of 
Technology scientists at a 3.3 magnitude on the 
Richter scale. 
The earthquake that devastated parts of metropoli­ 
tan Los Angeles a week ago registered 6.6 on the 
scale. 
A Cal Tech spokesman said more than 21 signifi­ 
cant aftershocks have been recorded since 
last 
Tuesday—all above the 3.0 level. 
Meanwhile, city D epartm ent of Building and Pub­ 
lic Safety officials said more than 1,100 quake-dam­ 
aged dwelling units —including 872 individual apart­ 
ments and 298 houses—have been declared unsafe 
for occupancy. 
The residents of these dwellings have been or­ 
dered to leave the buildings until necessary repairs 
are made. Some of the buildings are expected to be 
condemned, the building inspectors said. 
A Monday night trem or knocked out electricity 
briefly in the G ranada Hills suburb. A few residents 
reported cracked windows and widened fissures in 
strctures but no serious damage. 
“ We had no reports of serious dam age but a lot of 
people calld wondering if they should evacuate,” a 
police spokesman said. 
“ After each shock we get a lot of calls. People 
are worried and that last one shook us pretty good.” 
Six emergency Red Cross centers were helping 
evacuees find shelter after they left their homes or 
apartm ents in the valley 10 miles north of downtown 
Los Angeles. 
The Van Norman Dam in the north section of the 
valley continued to hold. It was badly cracked by 
the big quake, but the w ater level was lowered to 
reduce pressure on the dam. 
Fifty city building inspectors surveyed dam age 
Monday from the quake that killed 62 persons, in­ 
jured more than 1,000 and caused dam age estim ated 
as high as $1 billion. 
Police warned residents whose homes have yet to 
be looked over to watch out for persons posing as 
building inspectors. They said there were reports of 
imposters charging $15 to $20 fees. The city’s in­ 
spectors do not charge for the service.

UCHINOURA, Japan (AP - 
Japan put a 138-pound scientific 
satellite into earth orbit today, 
its 
second 
successful 
orbital 
launch in three tries. The satel­ 
lite began sending back infor­ 
mation after it completed the 
first orbit. 


The satellite left Ja p a n ’s Uch- 
inoura Space Center on a four- 
stage Japanese rocket booster. 
The payload also was made in 
Japan. 
Scientists said 
it 
was 
circling the earth every 66 min­ 
utes in an elliptical orbit. Rang­ 
ing from 615 to 683 miles above 
the earth. 


The spherical satellite is de­ 
signed to send back data for se­ 
ven days. The shot was post­ 
poned Sunday because of rainy 
weather, but scientists said con­ 
ditions today were almost per­ 
fect. 


Japan becam e the fourth na­ 
tion to orbit a satellite on Feb. 
11 1970, with a 24.2-pound pack­ 
age containing electronic equip­ 
ment designed only to transm it 
signals. The equipment failed 
the next day. Japan s second 
launch last Septem ber failed to 
put its payload into orbit. 


The Soviet Union, the United 
States and France orbit' d satel­ 
lites before Japan, and Commu­ 
nist China sent one up on April 
24, 1970.

Labor Chief Says 
Nixon Share Plan 
Political Cop-Out 


MIAMI BEACH (AP) — An AFL-CIO official said 
today President Nixon’s proposal to share federal 
income with the states was a political "cop-out” 
which would threaten to starve some of the nation’s 
educational programs for funds. 
" It’s a real cop-out,” Walter Davis, AFL-CIO edu­ 
cation director, said of Nixon’s legislative plan to 
funnel some $5 billion a year back to states and 
cities. 
Davis said it could lead to loss of funds to some 
educational programs that now get their money 
through specifically earm arked federal aid. 
"Politically, Nixon’s revenue sharing plan would 
give a pot of money for local politicians to struggle 
over as to whether it goes to a school lunch pro­ 
gram , vocational education or something else,” 
Davis said in an interview. 
"W hat Nixon is saying to them is, *1 don’t want to 
be involved in political struggles locally; you guys 
take the money and fight out among yourselves,’” 
he added. 
The AFL-CIO Executive Council took up educa­ 
tional m atters today after Monday’s opening criti- 
cism of Nixon’s revenue sharing proposal and his 
plan to consolidate the Labor Department with other 
agencies. 
“ Many health, education, welfare, housing manpo­ 
wer and antipoverty program s already approved by 
Congress have never received full funding,” said the 
AFL-CIO’s chief congressional lobbyist, Andrew J. 
Biemiiler. 
George Meany, 76-year-old president of the 13.6- 
million members labor federation, called Nixon’s rev­ 
enue sharing proposal a “ gimmick.”

$400 Million Savings

The documents show Eisenho­ 
wer, then commander in chief 
of Allied Forces, proposed be­ 
fore the allied landing that Italy 
be promised a peace with honor 
should she surrender. He made 
the proposal in a May 17, 1943, 
letter to the combined chiefs of 
staff. 


Roosevelt and Churchill dis­ 
agreed, however, and sent a 
telegram to Eisenhower saying, 
"Most certainly we cannot tell 
the Italians that if they cease

The documents also contain a

it could build living quarters for students. That’s 
what the crowd h:’d come to protest. 
But Mayor Frank Johnson cut off all public dis­ 
cussion by announcing that an “ open discussion” of 
both proposals will be held at 7:30 Friday in the 
college’s La Fetra Hall, an auditorium that holds 
200 persons. 
“ There seems to be a misconception that this is a 
public hearing,” the mayor noted as he sized up the 
audience. “ It is not. But in view of the interest in 
the matters pertaining to La Verne College, a meet­ 
ing has been arranged for an open discussion Fri­ 
day night. All those who are interested are invited to 
be there.” 
Then he asked the council to hold up passage of 
the resolution approving the master plan until the 
next meeting in two weeks. His request was passed 
unanimously, without comment. 
Johnson didn’t do as well on the zoning matter. 
He had suggested that the council allow the intro­ 
duction of an ordinance approving the change, since 
it takes two readings to grant the regulation final 
passage. 
But Councilman Mike Morales said that while “ I 
still think the development is good, I ’d rather let the 
meeting bring it out.” He said he felt that to show 
good faith the council should take no action what­ 
ever until after the public meeting Friday. 
And Councilman Harrison Sanborn reiterated his 
earlier objections. He said he didn’t think the zone 
change was necessary, that a conditional use per­ 
mit would serve the council’s purposes better. 
‘What the people are afraid of,” he said, “ is that 
the college will condemn their homes. That's the 
1 fear they have. If we granted a conditional use per­ 
mit instead of a change to institutional zone, maybe 
one of the conditions could be that the college does 
not use any condemnation.” 
(College president Leland Newcomer has said 
repeatedly that he was against the use of con­ 
demnation or eminent domain, and that while he 
remained president of the college, the residents 
would not be forced out of their homes. However, he 
admitted that if he should leave, he would have no 
influence on any policy changes.) 
“ Well,” Johnson said, “ in my opinion, if we de­ 
cide not to go through with the ordinance, it can die 
between the first and the second reading.” 
“ I don’t think the council’s feeling is the same 
tonight as it was two weeks ago,” Sanborn argued. 
“ Otherwise, we would not have held off on the reso­ 
lution. if you really want to have a successful meet­ 
ing Friday night, I don’t think you ought to muddy 
the water.” 
But Councilman C. L. Russi said he didn’t think 
it was “ that threatening to take a first reading. I 
have mixed feelings, yes, more than at the last 
meeting, but not enough to preclude the first read­ 
ing.” 
On motion of Councilman John Benedict, sup­ 
ported by Russi and Johnson, the ordinance was 
introduced 3 to 2. 
Then, most of the large crowd cleared the coun­ 
cil chambers and spilled into the hallway.

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — A

The issue that your mother- 
in-law is concerned about, of

Not only do children at that 
age have special needs for 
privacy because of their de­ 
veloping 
sexuality, 
but

great brother-sister closeness 
would be undesirable because 
of the possibility of creating 
inappropriate sexual tensions. 


Before puberty and adoles­ 
cence, the issue is less clear.

effect upon the sexual rela­ 
tionship of the couple. If only 
for this reason, it would seem 
advisable to move the baby in 
with her brother. 
Your mother-in-law’s strict 


approach to child rearing re­ 
flects a common tendency on 
the part of some parents to 
assume that the slightest er­ 
ror in parental judgment may 
lead to trauma for the child.

In other action Monday, the 
council turned down a sugges­ 
tion by city hall architect Bur­ 
dette Pulver that the city pur­ 
chase two statue art works for 
the reflection pools at the civic 
center.

Loud Machinery was the Po­

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EDITORIALS 
Moon Landings 


One measure of the decline of popular interest in 
space is said to be the fact that only about 4a mil­ 
lion Americans watched the televised moon walks of 
Apollo 14 astronauts Alan Shepard and Ed Mitchell. 
By contrast, upwards of 100 million were glued to 
their sets during the landing of Apollo 11 in 1969. 
Considering the early morning hours of the Apollo 
14 broadcasts, 45 million would seem to be a rather 
impressive audience. 
Nevertheless, if man-in-the-street reaction to the 
third moon landing could be summed up in a few 
words, they would have to be “a polite yawn” 
polite, out of respect for courage, skill and effort 
that made the feat possible; but still a yawn be­ 
cause, even with the best will in the world, it was 
impossible to conjure up the same enthusiasm that 
surrounded the first landing. 
This is sad, but it is a fact of human nature. But 
it is even sadder that those who have opposed the 
moon program from ihe beginning, or who have 
lately come to Question its value, will now become 
more and more strident in their criticism of the 
remaining Apollo missions. 
Apollo 14 cost something like $400 million. Never 
mind the fact that, compared with the $30 billion 
spent over the past decade to make the Apollo 
flights possible, this is almost cheap. Never mind 
that failure to capitalize on this vast investment by 
continuing the scientific exploration of space would 
be wasteful in the extreme over the long run. 
Half a billion dollars is a lot of money. Think 
what it could do if spent on rehabilitating our slums 
or cleaning our rivers or in the fight against cancer, 
say the critics. 
Yet imagine what would have happened if Hie 
United States had elected not to race Russia to the 
moon. 
Suppose we had chosen instead to land robot ex­ 
plorers, as the Russians have done. Even this cur­ 
tailed program would have cost many billions and 
the critics would still be complaining. 
Suppose we had opted out ot the moon lacc entire­ 
ly and the Russians had been the first to land an 
instrument package, or a man, as they will land 
sooner or later. 
The world would be scornful of America and the 
same critics who decry the Apollo program would 
be moaning that America had failed herself, had 
lost her sense of mission, that a free society had 
proven itself incapable of competing with a tota­ 
litarian one. 
And they would be quite right. 
The price of not going to the moon would have 
been immeasurably greater than its actual moneta­ 
ry cost — 99 per cent of which was spent right here 
on earth. 
We have to put that in the balance before we can 
talk about the “waste” of space exploration. 


Drive On Crime 
Few Americans realize the great power and in­ 
fluence now being exercised by Warren E. Burger, 
the quiet, strongminded Chief Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court. 
His thinking is beginning to be felt strongly on the 
Supreme Court and the underlying federal court 
system procedures. His reform theories are showing 
up strongly in the recommendations of the National 
Commission on Reform of Federal Crime Laws. 
Even more importantly perhaps, Burger's innova 
five thinking seem s to have strongly influenced the 
approach to the crime problem of President Nixon 
and Attorney General John Mitchell. In part, this is 
not influence but coincidence. Nixon, Mitchell and 
Burger are a great deal more alike in their legal 
thinking than many realize. 
Let us look then to see how the Burger approach 
is reflected in Mr. Nixon’s 1972 budget, as it refers to 
crime; 
F i r s t , 
a 
sharply 
increased 
el fort 
toward 
rehabilitaiing men and women, once they’ve been 
convicted. 
This includes stepped-up research on the process 
by which felony offenders can best be reintegrated 
into community life and a major increase in \(n a­ 
tional educational courses in the prisons.

Goheen Has 
Confidence 
In Students 


At the time of the Cambo­ 
dian invasion more than 3,000 
Princeton University students 
and faculty in Jadwin Gym 
roared out their anger at the 
war and the Nixon Admin­ 
istration. It was part of a pro­ 
test that boiled over on cam­ 
puses across the nation, trig­ 
gering 
violence 
and 
coun­ 
terviolence.. 
The other day when news of 
the 
Laos 
invasion 
finally 
'broke, antiwar leaders sought 
to organize a protest rally. It 
drew about 300. The differ­ 
ence was a rough measure of 
the great change that has oc­ 
curred in the attitudes of the 
young in little more than six 
months. 
University 
admin 
istrators and students with 
whom this 
reporter talked 
agree that a profound change 
has taken place, but they dif­ 
fer over what the change *, 
means. 
Disillusionment? 
President 
Robert 
Goheen 
believes it is somewhere be­ 
tween disillusion bordering on 
despair over the failure to 
have any influence on the 
course of the war and a ma­ 
ture realization that student 
activism is not the answer. 
Although the Princeton plan, 
giving students leave to work 
in 
the 
1970 
Congressional 
campaign, was written off as 
a failure, Goheen disagrees. 
Tie says 21 per cent of the 
s t u d e n t body participated, 
with 11 per cent doing full­ 
time work and in some in­ 
stances, 
having 
an 
appre­ 
ciable effect on the outcome. 
Other 
challenging 
voices 
a r e b e i n g heard today. 
Undergraduates for a Stable 
America, with the acronym 
USA, are making a splash 
even though their numerical 
strength may be small. USA 
organized a meeting in the 
gym for conservative column­ 
ist William Buckley that drew 
more than 3,000 to hear him 
in his brilliant, spellbinding 
act. 
But rather than a polariza­ 
tion 
between 
liberal-radical 
and conservative, with a drift 
toward the right, the change 
seems to reflect a new curios­ 
ity and a greater toleration 
for 
differing 
views. 
Black 
Panther Huey Newton pack­ 
ed Jadwin Gym with more 
than 
6,000. 
Many 
blacks, 
along with white adherents, 
had been bused in from sur­ 
rounding towns. 
Student activism may be 
restrained by the recession 
as 
middle-class 
unemploy­ 
ment cuts back on student al­ 
lowances and even student 
enrollment. Certainly, the re­ 
cession has had a sobering ef­ 
fect on the private univer­ 
sities. Princeton’s deficit this 
year will be $2.5 million, up 
from last year’s $1 million. 
Columbia University faces a 
horrendous deficit of more 
than $11 million. 
Student militants, the re­ 
volutionary change on almost 
every campus — coeds at 
Princeton, 
for

— 
have turned off many alumni. 
University presidents are all 
too familiar with the letter 
that begins; “ If you are to be 
so permissive, if you cannot 
cmorce aiscipiine within the 
student body, then I see no

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JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Westmoreland Trying to Save 
Army With P.R., Platitudes 


From our own grass-roots 
investigation of the Army, our 
visits to random bases around 
the world and our talks with 
Gls and generals during the 
past several weeks, we have 
concluded that the Army is in 
a state of turmoil that ap­ 
proaches outright insurrection 
in some units. 
Discipline 
is 
lax. 
Drug 
abuse is rampant. Racial ten­ 
sion is simmering. Gls are 
going AWOL and deserting. 
The system is floundering. 
We have reported the details 
in past'columns. 
Now General William West­ 
moreland, the Army chief, is 
coming to the rescue with 
platitudes and 
public 
rela­ 
tions. He seeks to correct the 
A r m y ’ s worst weaknesses 
•without sacrificing what he 
regards as its traditional vir­ 
tues. 
He hopes to overcome the 
GI rebellion by eliminating 
the Mickey Mouse restrictions 
and regulations. He seeks to 
restore the spirit and integr­ 
ity of the officers’ corps with 
R o t a r í a n rhetoric. He is 
drumming into them the slo­ 
gan he learned at West Point: 
“Duty, honor, country.” 
One of the most politically 
astute of generals, Westy has 
always gotten along by going 
along. He got ahead in the 
Army with the strong backing 
of Sen. Strom Thurmond and 
the late Rep. Mendel Rivers 
from his home state of South 
Carolina. 
Westmoreland looks like the 
very model of a modern gen­ 
eral, with crisp gray hair, 
black eyebrows and a stern 
jaw. Cosmopolitan magazine 
ran his profile on its cover 
back when he was captain of 
West Point cadets. 
Public Relations General 
He is a man of integrity but 
not much imagination. He has 
a clear grasp of public rela­ 
tions. 
But 
public 
relations 


doesn’t win wars, a n d it let 
him down badly in Vietnam 
where despite his continuing 
rosy 
victory 
forecasts 
the 
miserable war kept on and 
on. 
He is now facing the ap­ 
proaching end of the draft, 
high AWOLs and low reenlist­ 
ments 
with 
nothing 
much 
more than press agentry. He 
has authorized beer machines 
in enlisted mess halls and has 
ordered 
sergeants 
to 
stop 
making the men cut their 
hair so short that the skin 
shows through. He has prom­ 
ised to “civilianize” KP and 
to spend $50 million putting 
partitions in barracks to give 
the privates a sense, at least, 
of semi-privacy. 
In practice, many sergeants 
keep on measuring haircuts. 
And thanks to military cut­ 
backs which have been taken 
out more on the Gls than the 
generals, many barracks lack 
not only partitions but insula­ 
tion and, in at least a few 
cases, glass in the windows. 
The privates we talked to are 
unimpressed. 
Westmoreland 
h a s 
fes­ 
tooned the bulletin boards and 
barrack walls with posters 
and 
inspirational 
messages 
which strike a great many of 
the new breed of sophisti­ 
cated enlisted men as child­ 
ish. 
One poster shows the Army 
chief against the background 
of an American flag with the 
vertical 
letters, 
S-E-R-V-E, 
next to his head. Each letter 
starts an inspirational sen­ 
tence: “SEIZE opportunity to 
improve yourself. EARN a re­ 
putation for reliability. RES­ 
PECT your fellow soldiers. 
VALUE team work and a job 
well done. EXHIBIT pride in 
your unit and our Army.’’ 
Enlisted Men Laugh 
Westmoreland has also au­ 
thorized 
an 
ad 
campaign 
which promises ‘‘Promotions 


Come as Fast as You Can 
Handle Them” and urges po­ 
tential sergeants to send for a 
free Army book entitled “The 
Secret of Getting Ahead.” 
Enlisted men with college 
degrees laugh out loud. They 
don’t consider Boy Scout slo­ 
gans and beer in the barracks 
the kind of fundamental sha- 
keup the Army needs. 
A lot of determined gener­ 
als, on the other hand, consid­ 
er West weak-kneed. 
They 
think he has caved under the 
pressure and is coddling the 
kids. These brass hats want a 
hard-fisted crackdown on any 
enlisted man who opens his 
yap too wide, wears his hair 
too long or fails to salute with 
the proper snap. 
General Hamilton 
Howze, 
the U.S. commander in Korea 
during the early 1960s, has 
"become the spokesman for 
the hard-liners from the safe­ 
ty of retirement. He thinks 
the willingness to explain the 
Army’s actions to enlisted 
men is getting out of hand. 
The only reason “why” they 
really need, he says, is “be­ 
cause the Old Man said so.” 
He wants short hair, snappy 
salutes and no back talk. 
T h e c h o i c e fortunately 
doesn’t have to be between 
public relations bandauls and 
a Howze-like return to cat-o’- 
nine-tails discipline. We’ll of­ 
fers some suggestions in a fu­ 
ture column. 
Nixon Pep Talk 
In a pep talk to Republican 
congressional leaders behind 
closed doors President Nixon 
has urged them to “take the 
offensive” in fighting for his 
domestic programs. 
“We must stop putting good 
money into bad programs,” 
he pleaded. 
H e d e n i e d Democratic 
claims that he is merely try­ 
ing to create issues for the 


Feeling seems to be grow­ 
ing that a third world war is 
not likely to break out in the 
next few years. A nuclear 
stalemate 
exists 
which 
is 
based on a balance of power. 
Meanwhile, a series of factors 
have combined to make con­ 
ventional war the only proba­ 
bility. 
War could come because 
the Soviets and the Red Chi­ 
nese are by no means satis­ 
fied with the prevailing situa­ 
tion, and both may still see 
opportunities for 
promoting 
communism 
and 
territoiial 
expansion in Asia. President 
Nixon’s manifestation of reso­ 
luteness in Indo-China, how­ 
ever, must have made an im­ 
pression on Moscow and Pek­ 
ing. For the evidence is clear 
that the United States will not 
remain aloof if communists 
try to 
take 
over 
smaller 
countries. 
Talks Will Help 
The assumpion is that the 
arms-limitation talks will in 
themselves eventually greatly 
reduce the chances of a nu­ 
clear war. But progress toward 
preventing conventional wars 
depends entirely upon the ba­ 
lance of strength among rival 
nations in both Asia and Eur­ 
ope. 
The Soviet Union at the pre­ 
sent time has internal eco­ 
nomic conditions that would 
not make a war popular in 
that country. Prospects are 
that the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization will continue to 
keep a substantial force for 
instant defense of Western 
Europe in the event of attack, 
though this is a contingency 
not currently anticipated. 
Indeed, the widespread be­ 
lief 
is that 
even 
a 
con­ 
ventional war is not going to 
take place in Europe and that 
the only likelihood of such a 
conflict is in Asia. This is 
why the American presence 
in Vietnam and the record of 
the United States in protect­ 
ing South Vietnam with large- 
scale 
support 
for 
several 
years have been so impor­ 
tant. For the Red Chinese lea­ 
ders have been given a fore­ 
warning that American mi­ 
litary power could be used 
again if independent nations 
are invaded. 
The administration is grad­ 
ually withdrawing t r o o p s 
from Vietnam, but the United 
States has a big Navy, with 
air and sea transport serv­ 
ices, which can put American 
forces back on the Asian con­ 
tinent if the 
Red 
Chinese 
should begin any wars of ag­ 


gression. The expectation is 
that the lesson learned from 
Indo-China will not be ignored 
by the communists and that a 
period of peace may be ex­ 
pected in Asia as well as irl 
Europe for at least the next 
decade. If this develops, it 
will be an example of what 
resoluteness can mean to the 
defense and safety of the free 
world. 
One of the problems that 
faces the United States is the 
desire to cut down the size of 
its standing army. Plans are 
under way 
to abolish the 
draft and depend for the most 
part upon volunteers when an 
emergency arises. But it is 
probable 
that 
the 
admin­ 
istration will try to persuade 
other nations to set up inter­ 
allied forces to help resist po­ 
tential aggression. 
Army divisions which this 
country has had in Korea 
since i950 under the auspices 
of the United Nations are only 
now being withdrawn. Some 
troops will remain there. 
Certainly 
such 
defense . 
tasks should not be left en­ 
tirely to the United States. 
Plenty of advisers are avail­ 
able and lots of American 
supplies can be furnished, but 
manpower can be mobilized 
from all free nations in Eur­ 
ope and Asia for use in case 
there are violations of the 
North Atlantic Treaty or the 
Southeast Asia Treaty. 
Sharing the Burden 
This country has borne a 
heavy part of the expense of 
protecting the free peoples in 
Europe and Asia, and feels 
that the burden should be 
shared by other major powers 
which are equally affected 
when there is a breach of the 
peace. The argument is made* 
here that the Vietnam conflict 
is not a local affair, that 
American efforts have helped 
to prevent a bigger war in 
Asia and perhaps in Europe, 
too, and that the peoples of 
Europe and Asia should be 
contributing more to these 
missions. 
What all this really means 
is that the United Nations 
should have been the super­ 
vising authority of an inter­ 
national undertaking of this 
kind. Unfortunately, the U. N. 
is a weak institution and the 
United States has been com­ 
pelled to take the leadership. 
But America probably has 
succeeded through its stal­ 
wart stand 
in Vietnam in 
staving off any further wars, 
of aggression 
in

Striking Clocks 
Current history, as reported 
in today’s papers, is subject 
to daily change and a variety 
of editorial interpretation, but 
to all avid newspaper readers 
and cross-word, puzzle fans 
the “fillers” uied to plump 
out each inside page have 
provided interesting pearls of 
wisdom. 
Unfortunately, 
this 
last bastion of truth is fall­ 
ing—Witness the item titled 
“ STRIKING CLOCK” on page 
B-6 of your Feb. 11th edition. 
This faulty filler states that 
— “ the first clock to strike 
the hours was made by Ben­ 
jamin Banneker, a negro, in 
1754. 
Without 
having 
ever 
seen anything similar except 
a sun dial and a watch, he 
constructed 
a 
clock 
which 
kept time for more than 20 
years.” 
To set the record straight, 


and still not detract from the 
imputed inventiveness of Mr. 
Banneker, one should exam­ 
ine the history of early Euro­ 
pean clocks. Documentation 
and clockwork still in daily 
use indicate that the first 
striking clocks seem to have 
been evolved in Italy soon af­ 
ter 1330, with such mecha­ 
nisms appearing in England 
some 40 years later. In the 
C h r o n i c l e 
oi 
Galvano 
Fiamma, for the year 1306, 
writing of the church of Sant 
Eustorgio at Milan, he writes 
of an early clock (as opposed 
to a timepiece) a n d in 1335 
he tells of the clock at Beat a 
Vergine, later San Gottardo 
in Milan of which he writes 
There Lf there a wonderful 
clock, because there is a very 
large clapper which strikes a 
bell 24 times according to the 
24 hours oi the day and night, 


and thus at the first hour of 
the night gives one sound, at 
the second two strokes — and 
so 
disanguishes one h o u r 
from another, which is of the 
greatest use to men of every 
degree.” Italy, England and 
Germany all can boast of 
striking clocks in daily use 
which date back to the 16th 
century. 


Not so many years ago

POMONA — Eye examinations for glaucoma will be 
given lree by Pomona Valley ophthalmologists Wed­ 
nesday from noon to 6 p.m. at the First Christian 
Church, 1751 N. Park Ave.

A check takes about an hour and those who attend 
will be worked through on a first-come first-served 
basis. 
Lions chairman Currier Tatcher said glaucoma 
causes about one-third of all blindness in those over 
35. 
Glaucoma can be present with no marked symp­ 
toms, he explained. It diagnosed and properly treated 
by medication, or as a last resort surgery, a person 
need lose no more sight irom this cause than he al­ 
ready has. If negelcted, glaucoma definitely causes 
blindness.
